Summary of Helos from the Far Gast, 
JAPAN. 

YOKOHAMA. 


The present (French) mail brings dates to the 16th April, but 
by the Pacific mail steamer Japan, which arrived at San Fran- 
cisco on the 15th ult., we have advices one week later, viz., to 
the 23rd. The cargo by the steamer includes 1,872 packages tea, 
and 299 packages silk. The P. and O. mail from London, Feb. 23: 
arrived out on the 10th, and the following French mail of March 1 
on the 20th April. The following is from the Japan Herald :— 


It is doubtful whether we shall ever know the truth about the 
recent attempt to force an entrance into the Mikado’s residence. 
The story, as it was first sent, officially, by the Japanese Govern- 
ment, to prominent foreigners in Yedo, seemed sufficiently alarm- 
ing. It was said that a group of men, about ten in number, pre- 
sented themselves at the gate near which the office of the Dai-jo- 
kuan stands. and insisted upon being adinitted ; that they did, in 
fact, pass the first barrier, upon which the second opening was 
closed, and they were held in restraint in the small square be- 
tween the double gates; that they were still importunate, some 
endeavouring to crawl underneath the heavy doors, and that a 
melee ensued, in the course of which five of the intruders were 
shot. The first prevailing report—that a political conspiracy, 
with the purpose of seizing the Mikado’s person, had been de- 
tected—has given place to a belief that she would-be “ inter- 
viewers” were a party of religious fanatics. A very clear story 
is in circulation in Yedo,—though to what extent it may be 
trustworthy mobody can say,—to the effect that they were 
pilgrims who had recently returned from the neighbourhood 
of the Fujiyama, where they had experienced a supernatural 
vision of some sort, relating to affairs of state, which they deemed 
it a sacred duty to impart iu person to the Mikado ; and that their 
persistence was a matter of pious zeal, rather than of contumacy 
or rebellion. It is quite possible that the Japanese Government 
at first attached unnecessary importance to the whole matter on 
account of the suspected presence of a number of dangerous ro- 
nins in the eapital,: inst whom they have been taking a great 
many precautions, public and private, for some weeks. It may be 
that the original serious apprehensions were justified, or it may 
be that the present explanatory statements of the authorities are 
to be accepted with confidence. Just now it is impossible to de- 
cide between their first extreme anxiety, and their subsequent 
apparent unconcern. In the melee four of the intruders were 
killed and one other was severely wounded. 


It is said that the loan from America to the Japanese 
Government will amount to $650,000 in greenbacks, and is 
intended for the improvement of the harbour and city of Yoko- 
hama. It will be gratifying to know that we are to have a wharf 
leading out from the western Hatoba 1,900 feet, to enable steamers 
and vessels to discharge their cargo under a covered wharf, similar 
to those of the Pacific Mail Company at San Francisco. Street 
railways are to be inaugurated through the streets of both the 
Japanese and foreign towns extending to the railroad depot. 


A report of an alarming native outbreak reaches us from Yedo. 
It has been rumoured in that city thata great conspiracy, having 
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i ject the assassination of all foreigners residing in Japan, 
Ii bee duatereL The day fixed for its execution was the 
4th day of the 3rd month. The Government were in a state of 
concern respecting it, and a large number of men, alleged of par- 
ticipation in the conspiracy, were arrested in Yedo. Numerous 
and extensive precautions have been taken, but all appears quiet

The annual meeting of the Yokohama General Hospital has 
been held, at which the report of the committee and the year’s 
accounts were read ; some dissatisfaction was expressed at the loss 
that had been incurred during the year, and the meeting ad- 
journed for the purpose of allowing time to consider the report 
and finances, At the subsequent meeting a committee of four 
gentlemen was elected, who were authorised to look into the hos- 
pital accounts, and the committee for the ensuing year was elected. 

The lately appointed Superintendent of Customs at this port, 
Wooyeno, has been appointed third Minister of Finance at Yedo. 

The 7th Battalion of the Mikado’s troops has been disbanded, 
and the men are returning to their various provinces. The cause 
of this is said to be the disaffection of its members. 

The Race Committee have announced the Spring meeting to 
take place on the 8th, 9th, and 10h May. Training has been 
going on for some time past. 

A fire, destroying three large and newly-built stores in Main- 
street has occurred at the commencement of the month, in which 
& Japanese fireman lost his life. 

Athletic sports for the marines stationed here have been held 
at the camp. The race in which civilians were allowed to com- 
pete was gained by one of their number.

HIOGO. 

On the 30th March a deputation of the foreign residents waited 
on H.B.M.’s Consul, Mr. Enslie, and, in view of his translation 
to Nee-e-gata, presented him with a complimentary address. The 
Government steamer Denshinmaru has been in’ harbour twice 
lately with material for the telegraphic wire now in course of con- 
struction between Nagasaki and Yedo. It is understood that 
nearly all the posts have been erected, and that the stretching of 
the wire is being rapidly proceeded with at different points, 

The Hiogo News complains against the proposed scale of hotel 
charges for visitors to the Kioto Exhibition as exorbitant and im- 
politic. The scale is 4 rios per day for first class, 3 rios for second 
class, 2 rios for third class, accommodation. It is said that they 
have since been reduced. It also complains of the trouble and 
unbrauee occasioned by the Japanese tidewaiters being almost 
totally ignorant of English. 

A foot race has been run to the Moon Temple and back, a dis- 
tance each way of four and a half miles, with an ascent of 2,000 
feet, finishing in a flight of some 260 stone steps. The competi- 
tors were Messrs. Sim and Blackwell, and the race was won by 
the first-named, who accomplished the distance in one hour and 
twenty-four minutes.

NAGASAKI. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Nagasag, Apnin 15 (via San Franotsco). 

On the 13th the P. and O. mail of the 23rd Feb. was delivered 
here, fifty days out. 

Import business is very dull, but purchases for export must be 
considerable in the aggregate. The British ship Solent is expected 
here shortly from Hiogo and Yokohama, and will complete her 
loading at this port and proceed on to London, Ter cargo will be 
wax, tobacco, and general goods ; the rate of freight isto be £4 10s. 
per ton of 50 feet, a rate which must be very satisfactory to her 
owners. No doubt you have noticed a great scarcity of vessels in 
this harbour; this has been of lengthened duration, and coals 
have accumulated to such an extent in consequence that the 

-M. steamers take them if put into one picul bags, and make 
good freights across. Imagine mail steamers taking coals, but it is 
a legitimate business, which paysfull price, $34 to4 perton. Wehave 
had a few visits from men-of. war during the month, consisting of 
the arrivals of the Aspic, French gunboat from Hiogo ; Colorado, 
American flagship from Hong Kong, en rouée for the north ; and 
French corvette Segond, from Hiogo. The Thistle (British), and 
French Aspic left on the 6th instant, the former for Hiogo, and 
the latter for Hong Kong aud Saigon. Remaining in port: 
Ermaz and Gornoshay (Russian), Segond (French). Exchange on 
London is. nominal ; ‘Nebus are quoted -400 per $100. The past 
week has been marked by a continuous rain, which will, if it is 
succeeded by sunshine, be extremely favourable for the Tea crop. 

Political events, as you know, very seldom take place here, but 
we have domestic events which help to break the monotony of a 
quiet place. The one now engaging the attention of the residents 
is the municipal controversy, which owes its origin to the want 
of funds to set the fire brigade in motion. All the municipal 
funds have been expended in rebuilding the old bridge over the 
Sagarimatz bridge, which should have been done by the Japanese 
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out of the ground rents, if done at all. No meeting has been 
called by the municipal authorities for several years ; neither 
have any accounts been made public, and it is quite reasonable 
that the land-renters should know all about their affairs if they 
wish to; but the Nagasaki Gazette has taken up the question from 
the Consular view of the case, and has lashed away furiously at 
some of the Buad residents, and would wish to impress upon the 
community the unlimited power posed by the Consuls over 
the residents. Of course this style of writing has nettled the 
latter, and the end of the business, I expect, will be the 
ertinctinn of the (Gazette. Its articles are extensively inter- 
larded with Shakesperean quotations, and are principally di- 
reoted against front lot-holders who have figured at the meetings 
who are called “Ye lords of ye Bund, &c., dc.” The Nagasaki 
Express views the question from the land-renter’s side, and has 
e some very telfin remarks in their favour, but they are 
almost if not entirely Tost upon the other division. If the land 
renters choose to press Article 9 of the Land Regulations they could 
make it very uncomfortable for the Consuls, who acting as a 
Municipal Council have taken upon themselves the responsibility 
of disbursing money for purposes other than those for which the 
rates are collected. By refusing to call a meeting when requested 
to do so by a number of duly qualified land-renters they have, to 
say the least, placed themselves in a false position, and have made 
themselves quite as obstructive as the Japanese could have done. 
Rumour says that although all the Consuls agreed to refuse, it is 
in reality only one of them—the American Consul, who is deter- 
mined not to be interfered with in carrying his point, which in 
other words is petty spite directed against Mr. Hunt principally ; 
as he has had most to do with the fire brigade business. An 
amusing mistake appears in a letter from Mr. Mangum, who 
ironically congratulates the promoters of the fire brigade on their 
ublic spirit. As the promoters are the Consuls themselves the 
etter which was intended to annoy the residents has recoiled 
upon the writer. 

The Japanese Government telegraph steamer Tomio- 
having on board the section of the wire to connect this end with 
Simonosaki, for the overland telegraph to Yedo, has arrived, and 
the work of laying the wire is to be commenced immediately. 
J. F. Foster, sq-, Chief Assistant Superintendent, arrived here 
also by the Tomio-maru, and is in charge of the expedition ; the 
laying of the wire is under the management of J. 0. Fry, Esq. 
who proceeds immediately to erect it.

HONG KONG. 

Dates by the present mail extend to the 25th April. The out- 
ward French mail of 15th March arrived on the 24th April. 
The following account of the loss of the Rona is given in the 
Daily Press :— 

L088 OF THE STEAMER “RONA.” 

We regret to report the loss on Sunday night, 14th April, and 
under painful circumstances, of the above steamer, news of which 
was brought on Saturday by the steamer Yesso from Swatow. It 
appears that when she was about twenty miles north of Okseu, 
on her voyage from Shanghai to Swatow, she was run into on her 
starboard paddle-box by the M.M. steamer Ava, and was damaged 
so seriously that she sank almost immediately, the only people 
saved being the captain, second officer, and three Chinese, who 
were on the paddle-box, and were thrown by the force of the 
concussion on to the deck of the Ava. The captain fell with 
such force as to arrive on the deck senseless. The latter 
vessel proceeded to Amoy, whence the news was brought 
by the gunboat Dwarf to Swatow. -There were between sixty 
and cighty Chinese passengers on board, and Dr. Thomson, 
of the Presbyterian Medical Mission at Swatow, and a 
lady, whose name is not mentioned, were also passengers. 
Beyond the above particulars nothing is yet known, but it appears 
that the thick smoke from the Zona, which was running before 
a stiff breeze, rendered her invisible, the night being very dark. 
It would of course be premature to come to auy conclusion as to 
whether blame attached either to the captain of the Rona or of 
the Ava for the sad disaster, but it is to be hoped that it may 
Prove to have resulted from an unavoidable accident. The latest 
accounts brought on by the Glengyle state that the Rona foun- 
dered instantly, and that there were no traces of anything left of 
her. The SS. Ava was so badly hurt that she was compelled at 
once to proceed to Amoy forrepuirs. H.M.S. Dwarf immediately 
put out in search of the crew and passengers. The Ava's 
officers state that they smelt smoke some time before the collision, 
but saw no light, | could not account for it, when suddenly 
with a tremendous crash they ran into the steamer. The Chinese 
have a rumour that a boat with two Europeans and some natives 
has arrived at some part of the coast. 

We are glad to state that » telegram has been received from 

hai, showing that the recent catastrophe to the Rona was 
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- fot so fatal as at first supposed. The following are named as 
having been saved :—Captain McInnes, Pilot Kofod, the second 
officer, and the first and fourth engineers, together with forty of 
the Chinese passengers. 

At the first ordinary annual meeting of the Hong Kong Pier 
and Godown Company (Limited), it was found that there were 
not @ sufficient number of shareholders present to form a quorum 
and it was therefore dissolved, no date being fixed for the adjourned 

_ meeting. 

H.E. Count Geoffroy, the new French Minister to Peking, arrived 
by the French mail steamer, and received the customary salute 
from the men .of-war in the harbour. 

The Harbour Master’s Report for 1871 has been published. It 
states that, in comparison with the year 1870, there is a very 
considerable increase of trade generally ; the gross total of shipping 
is larger by 9,204 vessels of all nationalities, representing a carry- 
ing capacity of 963,057 tons. The junk trade has increased, and 
the trade within our own waters, from one part of the colony to 
another, has also increased, though the movements of the Chinese 
carried as passengers exhibit a total falling off of over 200,000. 

The ured increase of steamer traffic is a fact so patent as 
scarcely to call for remark. The following figures will probabl 

be interesting hereafter, when the change now taking place shall 
have been completed :—

Steamers thus forming 33:5 per cent. of all arrivals. These 
figures do not include the river steamers. 

There has been no contract emigration during the year under 
review. A great feature in Chinese passenger traffic has been the 

“introduction of Ordinance 8 of 1871—an adaption of the law to 
the altered conditions of passenger-ships previously much needed. 
The new Ordinance is a ion both to the charterers of steamers 
and to the Hamigraion officer; and it practically supplies the 
want, 80 keenly felt before, of a condensed code of Emigration 
law. Table XV. shows that 11,921 Chinese arrived in the colony 
over and above 208,404 who arrived and departed. 

The Harbour and Coasts Ordinance, 1866, continues to work 
satisfactorily. The Chinese now thoroughly ggnderstand it, and 
their seagoing community recognise its requirements as part or 
their ordinary duties. The’ officers of the Department, in theif 
duties afloat, are met with civility and good humour. 

The following items are taken from the China Mail :— 

The Prussian Treaty, or rather, the Treaty of the German Empire 
with China, is to be revised at the close of this year or the beginning 
of next, and it is rumoured that many concessions, startling to the 
minds of the stagnant Lord Eldons of Peking, will be demanded 
by the representative of Prince Bismark. The Chinese are said to 
be quaking in their shoes at the prospect, and are bidding for 9 
pes to first one Legation and then another, entirely, it is to be 
Wee without avail. The interests of China, no less than of the 

estern nations, are involved in the matter. Progress and as- 
similation to Western standards are essential to China’s well-being, 
and a judicious amount of moral persuasion, backed by a fair dis- 
play of force, is the kindest and most generous treatment for the 
sick man among the nations of Asia. 

We understand that the Viceroy of Canton has appointed an 
Official to proceed to Hainan and to make all necessary arrange- 
ments for the opening of the port. The carrying trade of the 
West Coast is very considerable, and we hope to see a new im- 
petus given to shipping interests by the transfer of the cargoes, 
which now fill the many West Coast junks, from native craft to 
the safer, more expeditious and economical mode of conveyance 
in foreign steamers. The opening of the port will also not im- 
probably lead to discoveries interesting to the geographer, 
naturalist, and man of science, as well as profitable to the man of 
business. The Flora and Fauna of the island have been but 
little examined, and of the race of aborigines who inhabit the 
inner hills absolutely nothing is known. We may expect, there- 
fore, some interesting and novel facts to be brought to light so 
s00n as enterprising explorers have opportunity and chance to 
eapiore this terra incognita. 

‘he successful docking of the Jron Duke in this remote de- 
pendency of the British Empire does not seem to have met with 
the attention which its importance publicly deserves,—not in its 
commercial aspect merely, or as it may effect the interests of the 
shareholders in the Hong Kong and Whampoa Dock, to whom 
the spacious Hope Dock at Aberdeen belongs. Under either of 
these heads the fact that efficient dock accommodation exists at 
Hong Kong for ships of 3,700 tons burden must be perfectly 
appreciated by all persons without any arzumeut or illustration 
being required. 

The captain of the ship Golden Dream, lately arrived from 
Liverpool, reports that in passing the Island of St. Paul’s on the 
14th of February, he saw a vessel at anchor off the island show- 
ing signals of distress, which proved to be the American ship 

antano, from Boston to Hong Kong, with a cargo of ice. 
On boarding her it was reported that the vessel had been on 
fire for eight days, and had only reached the island on that 
day ; that all her stores had been landed; and that it was in- 

tended to open her out the next morning. 
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In consequence of continued drought we hear that the Viceroy 
of Canton has prohibited the slaughter of animals. The sur- 
rounding districts of Canton have had a great out-pouring of 
rain, but in the city itself none has fallen; the gods have thus 
far disregarded the Viceroy’s prayer. 

In Chung Sing a theatrical performance was recently given in 
honour of a fomale deity. While the performance was going’ on 
one night the bamboo structure caught fire from the careless 
burning of some joss-paper, and, there being a great number of 
female spectators present on the occasion there was the greatest 
confusion, and the number of dead and wounded were stated at 
something like 600 persons. In one case a whole family were 
killed, and all the gorgeous dresses of the actors were burnt. 

Twenty-six gambling houses have been recently closed at Can- 
ton by order of the local authorities. It appears that the non- 
payment of the customary “ fees” to the yamen underlings was 
the immediate cause of the enforcement of the gambling law. 

We understand that the ten “Krupp” guns recently arrived 
by one of Mr. Holt’s steamers are for the Viceroy of Canton, to 
arm a new fort which he is building below Canton. They will be 
transhipped into a junk or junks and convoyed by the 7'enpo to 
their destination. 

Rumour has long had it that the Rev. W. A. Russell, of 
Ningpo, was to be made Missionary Bishop of China and Japan. 
It is now stated positively that he is ordered home to be con- 
secrated, and is expected to leave for England in the May steamer 
via San Francisco. Those to be affected by this mesure are, 
the Courier thinks, to be highly congratulated. We hope his 
elevation will not lessen his enthusiasm for croquet or chess, for 
he is a skilful and genial companion at both. 

A tramway company in Shanghai has been formed to run a 
tram to Hong Kew. Mr. JohnDent is one of the directors. The 
proposed capital is to be Tls. 120,000 in 1,200 shares of Tis. 100 
each, with power to increase to Ils, 200,000.

SAIGON. * 

The late telegrams stating the possibitity of another rupture 
between France and Germany has caused a little excitement. 
There is no doubt but that the Germans will be on expelled if 
the Powers come to blows—even although some of them consider 
safety has been ensured by the holding of Consulships. 

A great improvement has taken place in the manner of reach- 
ing China-town from Saigon. An enterprising ship-captain has had 
several small steamboats built at Whampoa and sent here to ply 
on the creek. The charge for going four miles is only one franc; 
and really, if one has not to goon business, it’s not dear in order 
togeta little fresh air without being choked by dust on the abomi- 
nable roads. 

There are sixty-five vessels to be loaded here. Freights are low, 
40 to 424 cents to Hong Kong. . 

The steamer La France has arrived from Rio Janeiro, bringin 
on the passengers of the French ship Oriental, which vessel ha 
been burned at sea, off the mouth of the Rio de la Plata, ona 
voyage from Bordeaux to Tahiti and New Caledonia. The pas- 
sengers, who left the ship in boats, were first taken on board the 
English ship Delta, and thence transferred to the steamer Charrua, 
which took them to Rio Janeiro, whence the French Consul for- 
warded them to Saigon.

SARAWAK. 

The Sarawak Gazette gives some interesting particulars of a 
visit paid by Rajah Brooke to the Sultan of Brunei. The Govern- 
ment steamers /oyalist and Heartsease conveyed H.H. and staff, 
consisting of Messrs Paul, Houghton, Chapman, Sinclair, and 
Queritz. Their arrival in the Biunei river seems to have created 
some little excitement amongst the inhabitants, who at first were 
disposed to look upon the expedition as a hostile demonstration. 
The Rajah landed in State under a royal salute from the Sultan's 
palace. This palace is described as scarcely to be compared with 
the worst sort of native hovel, and’ as shabby and squalid in the 
extreme. The Sultan is a fat, kind-faced old man of some eighty 
years of age. At the audience, which took place in a small ‘and 
tolerably compact hall in the pniace, his Majesty’s miuis- 
ters sat on one side of a table which stood in the centre 
of the hall, while the Rajah and his officers sat on the 
other side. After a short delay, back folding-doors were thrown 
open, and through them a throne became visible and the Sultan 
appeared in person. After cordially sbaking hands, His High- 
ness seated himself not on the throne, but on the decor ledge or 
step, with his legs dangling in mid-air, as they were too short to 
reach the floor. After an interchange of courtesies and expres- 
sions of mutual good wishes between the Rajah and the Sultan’s 
ministers, for His Highness spoke never a word, coffee and cigars 
were consumed, and the interview, which lasted half an hour, 
came tp anend.

Should traders meet with 
improper and unjust treatment at the hands of the Brunei au- 
thorities, such cases are to be referred to Brunei for settlement ; 
and in the event of the Brunei Government failing to bring about 
a sottloment, a notice of such cases is to be sent to Sarawak.

The 
Residency of Japara, with 671,618 natives and Chinese, con- 
sumed from the 23rd March to the 8th April, thus within barely 
half a month, 33 piculs, not taking into account the quantity 
smuggled.

A supply of 8,035.73 piculs of Billiton tin had been sold b 
auction, realising an average price of f.99.40 per picul. The Bil- 
liton tin yield, which in 1864 amounted to only 11,670 piculs, 
reached 17,873 piculs in 1865, and the produce hus so increased 
that in 1871 it amounted to almost 50000 piculs, and would have 
been greater still had it not been for want of water. The produce 
is far from having reached its highest point; nune of the mines 
lie more than about thirteen miles from the coast, so that the 
greater portion of the island has not been turned to account at 
all for mining purposes, and has, perhaps, not been properly ex- 
amined. 

The British steamer Vider, the first steamship which has made 
the passage from London to Batavia direct by way of the Suez 
Canal, had arrived. 

It is announced that the Batavia Buitenzorg branch of the 
railway would be finished in four months.

SINGAPORE. 

We have advices by this mail to the 8rd May; the French 
mail, with London dates March 29, arrived out April 39, and the 
following P. and O. mail of April 5 was expected to arrive the 
day this mail left. The next inward mail had arrived from Hong 
Kong, and would leave on the morning of the 5th May. The 
following items of news are from the Singapore Daily Times :— 


It is rumoured that the Pluto has been ordered to be got ready 
to take hia Excellency the Governor over to Labuan. We take it 
that the object of the trip is to see about the prop»sed union of 
Inabuan with the Straits Settlements, and that the cost of the 
trip will be paid by the latter. We protest against this. The 
union, if it takes place at all, will be a favour to Labuan, and 
not a cent should be spent by the local Government here to bring 
it about. If the Imperial Government wish the union to take 
place, it is clearly their duty to pay for the measures necessary 
to be taken for that purpose. If the Governor goes over to La- 
buan in the Pluto at the colony’s expense he should undoubtedly 
be arraigned for malversation of the public moneys, and we trust 
this will be done when the Legislative Council meets. 

Among the notifications in the Government Gazette is one show- 
ing the number of officers and scale of pay for the police force, 
as sanctivned by the Secretary of State for the Colonies. The 
office of Assistant Superintendent of Police at Penang has not 
been allowed, nor has the increase of $800 in the salary of the 
Superintendent at Penang. The salary of the Superintendent at 
Malacca is $2,400, or $200 per month instead of $135 as formerly, 
while the Superintendent at Province Wellesley gets only $1,800, 
or $150 per month. The head inspector will receive 
$1,500, or $126 per month. There is a considerable in- 
crease in the number of inspectors, and three European 
sergeant-majors are to be permanently maintained. It is pro- 
bable some changes will be made in the appointment to Malacca, 
the salary having now been made equal to that at Singapore and 
Penang ; Mr. R. W. Maxwell comes from Penang to Singapore as 
acting superintendent until the return of Mr. Waller, and will 
then very likely go to Malacca; and Mr. Hayward, the present 
acting ei bey enon there, returns to Singapore as head in- 
spector. The Governor has approved of the following changes in 
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the station of the police magistrates and commissioners of the 
Courts of Requests :—Mr. W.E. Maxwell, from Malacca to Pro- 
vince Wellesley ; Captain A. R. Ord, from Penang to Malacca ; 
Captain D. T. Hatchell, from Province Wellesley to Penang. 

The extreme sepvtence of the law has been carried out upon 
the two murderers—the convict Appoohanny, who killed the 
woman Mrs. Gleason, and the Chinaman Tan Ah Seng, who cut 
@ man’s throat at Kallang Pooden while committing a burg 
to escape arrest. Both of the condemned men’ met their d 
with the greatest apparent indifference—the convict, by force of 
custom we presume, merely making a salaam to the officers and 
others present. 

An all-comers’ rifle match has been shot off at the rifle butts.

CHEFoOo,—Messra. Cornabé and Co.’s report of April 1 says :—Oar 
last circular advices were issned on the 1st ult., when we reported our 
market for Cotton Goods as active. The demand continued during the 
early half of the past month at advancing rates when fair sales and clear- 
ances were cffectcd. Latterly, owing to unfavourable advices from the 
consuming districts, the inquiry slackened, and a decline of 5 canda- 
recns per piece on Grey Shirtings and 2 candareena on T-Cloths was 
submitted to by some weak holders ; we close with a fair inquiry, and 
holders pretty firm. Woollens continue to be neglected, and we look 
for little inquiry for some time to come. Metals: Nail Red and Bar 
Iron do not advance in sympathy with sonthern markets; there is no 
inquiry whatever at the moment. Stocks are light, however, and holders 
intend to be firm. Lead isin fair inquiry with moderate stocks.

LITERATURE.

A Voyage Round the World by the Marquis de Beauvoir. Trans- 
lated by Agnes and Helen Stephenson. London: Joun Murray. 


The first and second volumes of this work were noticed by 
us in January, 1870. The author in a preface explains that the 
delay in the publication of this third volume is owing to that 
dreadful war which dislocated everything in France. The volume 
before us is well illustrated and deals with the author’s visit, 
accompanied by the Duc de Penthievre, to the South of China, 
Peking, the Great Wall, Japan, the Pacific route, San Fran- 
cisco, d&ec. 


It is unfortunate that the translators have not adopted the Eng- 
lish mode of spelling the names of the various places in China 
mentioned in the work, seeing that the translation is expressly 
intended for English readers. The spelling of some words, such as 
picol for picul, should also have been avoided. Care should have been 
taken not to repeat errors which may have appeared in the ori- 

inal, such as the pasage of the tea clipper Tutping from the 
Cape to the Lizard in ninety-nine days, instead of from Ioochoy. 
The aid of some old resident in China to read the proofs would 
have aaved these unpleasant mistakes. Jt could hardly be ex- 
pected that lady translators could master the mysteries which 
gurroind everything connected with China and its trade. Apart 
from this, however, the author has very much floundered in at- 
tempting to describe the mercantile operations of our trade in 
Ghitia ; it is evidently worked up from information which the 
author had no practical knowledge of. Itis singular, too, that the 
description of Shanghai is so very meagre. The chief feature— 
the foreign Settlements—are scarcely attempted to be noticed. 
Tn alluding to the allied operations of 1858-60 against Canton and 
Peking, there are unpardonable misrepresentations of what (our) 
the French forces did, which to persons conversant with the mas- 
ter is simply ludicrous. Such vanity might go down on the other 
side of the Channel, but glaring misrepresentations like the fol- 
lowing are simply ridiculous :— 
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Though the long tails of hair hanzing down the backs of the natives 
proves that we are in China, we might almost fancy ourselves in a 
French camp on reading on the walls the traces of the passage of our 
troops, &c. 


Again at page 29 :— . 
Our cannon silenced the fire fram their forts. 


We are glad to see that in noticing the French officers who 
aided the Imperialists against the rebels the author has not 
omitted Colonel Gordon. 


We now come to the more pleasing features inthe volume. In 
describing the route and incidents of travel the author is charming. 
After making a tour through Peking he says :— . 


Whoever has not seen Peking does not know whatdecay means. Thebes, 
Memphis, Carthage, Rome, contain ruins which tell of a full; Peking 
preys upon iteclf—it is » corpse falling day by day intodust. When from 
the height of the miguificent walls, still almost entire, which surround 
the Tartar city, I cast my eve over the Imperial city enclosed within 
them; when I saw the splendid perspective of bastions, of gateways sur- 
mounted by pagodas, of fortifications at the angles, of the walls, and 
looked at the conical shining roofs of the temples which rise up from 
the mivist of an actual forcst ; when, turning to the other side, I glanced 
at the Chinese city and pictured it all to mysclf full of life and verdant 
freshne-s, traversed by limpid streams farnished with cannon, populous 
and noisy, I faucied that I could retrace in my imagination the Pe- 
king of a thousand years ago ; and I stood overpowered with admira- 
tion of this wouder of the extreme East. 


The author with his friend, the Duc de Penthievre, were enter- 
tained by Sir Rutherford Alcock, of whom and Lady Alcock he 
speaks in high terms, not forgetting a compliment to the daughter. 
But we are not told why the French Minister did not entertain 
them imstead of the English. Sir Rutherford put the services 
ef an interpreter, Mr. MacClatchie, at their disposal fora tour 
to the Ming tombs, in which expedition the party, six in all, 
wereat tacked, stoned, robbed of their carts, mules, and money, 
and had to find their way back to Peking partly on foot, in a 
most painful condition. Alarming reports reached Peking and 
other places that they had been all murdered, and murdered 
they would certainly have been but for the advice of Sir Ruther- 
ford not to carryarms. Asit was they got back safely, and the 
Ohinese Goverument, on the demand uf our Minister, made the 
villagers pay £3,000 for the outrage. 


From this to Japan was a delightful change. The agreeable 
simplicity of tie natives, the beautiful country, and interesting 
Jakes. temples, cities, &c., are well described ; but we must refer 
our readers to the volume itself for a description, as also of the 
passage on board the Colorado to San Francisco, all told in a 
most interesting manner,

COURT OF COMMON PLEAS. 
DENOON V. THR HOME AND COLONIAL MABINE INSURANCE COMPANY. 

Mr. Justice Willes has delivered judgment in this case, which was 
argued in a previous term by Mr. Pollock, Q.C. (Mr. Cohen with him), 
for the plaintiff; and Sir G. Honyman, Q.C. (Mr. C. J. Mathew with 
him), for the defendants, and which bad been standing over for 
judgment. 

It was an action on a policy of insurance on freight which the de- 
fendants had underwritten for £1,000. For the voyage 360 coolies 
were shipped, and 12,000 bags of ric2 intended for their consumption, 
to be reckoned as freight. ‘This, however, did not constitute a full 


cargo. The vessel was wrecked on the voyage, but the csolies were 
savedyg The defendants paid into court £441 2s. a3 the proportion of 
the log$ which, they contended, they were bound to contribute only. 


The main question argued was whether the passage money of the 
coolies could be legally treated as freight, and the Court held that it 
could not, and that the policy was to be treated as an open one, and 
that the defendants were nvt liable as for the logs of a full cargo. The 
proportion to which they were liable the Court estimated at £700, and 
therefore gave judgment for the plaintiff for £258 18a, which, toge- 
ther with the £441 2s. paid into court, made up £700. 


COURT OF DIVORCE. 
ARMITAGE V. ARMITAGE AND YOUNG. 

In this case the hugband aued for a divorce on the ground of hig 
wife’a adultery. The respondent and co-respondent anawered and 
denied the adultery. The petitioner, Captain John Seott Armitage, 
is a gentleman of wealth and position, and was married to the re- 
spondent on the 20th March, 1861. Aftcr the marriage they resided 
at various places, but chiefly at Alderley Edge, Cheshire. The peti- 
tioner is a partner in a mercantile house at Ceylon, and in 1865 he 
went out on a visit there with his wife. While there they made the 
acquaintance of the co-respondent, Colonel George Samuel Young, 
who was on the ataff there, and with whom they became very intimate. 
They returned to England in 1866, and in 1871 the co-respondent alao 
left Ceylon and came to England. On his doing so the petitioner 
asked him to visit his family at Alderlcy Edze, and he did a0. He 
was there at the end of July of that year. While he was there the 
petitioner had occasion to remonstrate with his wifc as to the attention 
she allowed him to pay her, but she assured him there was nothing hw 
it. Colonel Young left Alderley on Siturdiy, the 29th of July, and 
the respondent left on the Monday following to go on a visit te hey 
mother, who resided at Fairfield, near Manchester, and the petitione: 
went to join his children at the Lakes. Somewhere about the 6th 3 
August his wife joined him there. Soon after she cime he received a 
letter from a friend, stating that instead of being a’ her mother’s she 
had been in London. The petitioner taxed ber with having been there, 
when she admitted that she had, and that she had seen Colonel Young, 
but that no impropriety had taken place between them. The peti- 
tioner, however, afterwards ascertained that on the night of the 1st of 
August the respondent had slept with Colonel Young in London, 
and on making himaclf sure of that he commenced the present auit. 

The adultery was clearly proved, and the Court pronounced a decree 
nisi with costs. 


4 GERMAN CONSUL FOR AMOY. 

A correspondent of the Allgemeine Zeitung at Amoy urges the 
necessity of appointing a German consul for that port. The namber 
of German ships in Chinese waters, he says, is greater than that of 
the ships of any other nation, England not excepted; and at Amoy 
ninety-two German ships entered and left the harbour between March 
and December last. | The interests of German subjects at Amoy are 
looked after by the English consul, who cannot speak German, while 
most of the German sailors, &c., who are constantly requiring con- 
sular assistance, cannot speak English. Moreover, ‘‘the well-known 
peaceful disposition of the present English Ministry, which at times is 
rather disposed to suffer injustice than to do justice when the latter 
requires a display of energy, must render the protection of an English 
consul not go effectual for the interests of German ships in China as 
might be desirable.” ‘I fear,” continues the correspondent, “that 
the evident unwillingness of the English authorities to do anything 
which might lead to a disturbance of their present friendly relations 
with the Chinese might prove rather a temptation to the latter to com- 
mit outrages on Europeans than a guarantee for the maintenance of 
peace.’ At the same time the correspondent admits that England 
has rendered many services to the Germans in China. ‘ Whenever 
German ships have sought the protection of an English man-of-war 
this has always been given with the greatest readiness, and I have 
heard many a German captain apeak gratefully of the friendliness and 
anxiety to be of service showu by English officers. . . . . The 
German press would do well to eudvavour to mike us independent of 
English assistance instead of talkin of ‘perfidious Albion’ and the 
‘dirty shopkeepers.’ It is humiliating for a German who loves his 
country to have to be told by an Englishwan, ‘ You are always abusing 
England and her egotistical policy, aud yet you can’t do without us?” 


THE JAPANESE EMBASSY. 

Mr. Krnvarep asked the Under Sccretiry of State for Foreign Affairs 
whether the Govcrninent were preparing to take steps to receive the 
eminent Japanese statesman | wskura aud the other distinguished per- 
eons composing the Japanese Embassy, who were expected shortly to 
arrive in England, io a munner calculated to mark our appreciation of 
the policy of the Emperor and the efforts of his Government to eatab- 
lish cordial relations with foreign Powers.

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BORNEO. 

(Report of Cansul General Pope Hennessy to Earl Granville.) 

With reference to your lordship’s circular despatch of the 26th 
August, 1871, I beg leave to subjoin the following brief report 
on Her Majesty’s Consular Establishments in Borneo.’ 

2. The Governor of Labuan is also Her Majesty’s Consul- 
General in the Island of Borneo. As Consular salary he receives 
£300, together with an allowance for office expenses of £200 a 
year, out of which he pays a Malay writer. He generally resides 
at Labuan, the seat of his colonial government, about six miles 
from the nearest part of Borneo, and about thirty miles from the 
town of Brunei where the Sultan lives, : 

3. There is likewise at Sarawak an unpaid Vice-Consul. Mr. 
C. J. Brooke is one of the many rajahs (though the only Euro- 

n one) under the suzerainty of the Sultan of Borneo, and the 

ice-Consul resides not far from Mr. Brooke’s principal estab- 
lishment. 

4. Of these two officers, the position of the Consul-General is 
the only one of any real importance. Sarawak is little more 
than a trading post of the Borneo Company, and the benevolent 
attempt of the late Sir James Brooke to make it a place of poli- 
tical influence for the civilisation of the dyaks has not succeeded. 
However, in facilitating the operations of the Borneo Company, 
and in giving assistance to a zealous staff of able missionaries of 
the Church of England, the Vice-Consul is, no doubt a useful 
officer. For some years past the office has been held by the local 
agent of the Baroness Burdett Coutts. He obtains a small sum 
annually by means of fees, but I venture to think his services 
are deserving of a more substantial reward. 

& The Oonsul-General’s post is of importance, more from his 
political than his commercial duties ; as to the latter, though the 
trade of the town of Brunei has increased of late years, it is still 
only sufficient to give employment to one barque of about 500 
tons burden, which sails regularly to Labuan and Singapore. This 
trade is altogether in the hands of the Anglo-Chinese. In the 
western district of Borneo the trade is chiefly at Pontianak and 
the coe eee on on ane ae Repose. This trade is 

tly with Singapore an tly with Java, and gives constant 
Ld ol about 7:6 jacee vehiols in the year. Of the 24,000 
Chinese who are on the river Kapoas a small proportion were born 
in the Straits Settlements and are British subjects. Of the Klings 
or British-born natives of India probably more than a thousand 

are settled on the river. 

6. When in the year 1869 I went about five hundred miles up 
the Kapoas, I found that British goods had penetrated into the 
centre of Borneo. At the remote inland stations which the 
Dutch Government have been so successful in establishing, I saw 
that a large proportion of the articles offered for sale bore the 
marks of Birmingham, Manchester, and Sheffield houses. I 
ascertained that this consumption of English goods in the Dutch 
part of Borneo had been growing steadily since the year 1833, 
when the Netherlands Government proclaimed a free-trade policy 
on the Kapoas. 

7. I was unable to visit the Dutch possessions on the southern 
and western parts of Borneo, but I understand that the number 
of British subjects trading either at Banjermassin or at Koti is 
not so large as upon the Kapoas. 

8. The political business of the Consul-General mainly depends 
on the Treaty made in 1846 between Her Majesty the Queen and 
the Sultan of Borneo. The Consul-General is the medium of 
communication between the Secretary of Stato for Foreign Affairs 
and the Sultan. 

9. The immigration of Anglo-Chinese into the dominions of the 
Sultan seems to be the only practical means for developing 
the resources of that part of Borneo which is not under 
the useful administration of the Dutch. Within the last 
few years the Sultan has imitated the Dutch by creating Chi- 
nese captains—that is, giving two or three of the prin- 
cipal Chinese merchants the rank of Pangerans, and en- 
abling them to protect their fellow countrymen and to regulate to 
some extent the system of local taxation. To foster and protect 
this immigration of Chinese, I regard as one of the main duties 
of the Consul-General. 

10. From time to time the Sultan has been asked to cede por- 
tions of his territory, but he has not the power of doing so without 
the consent of the British Government; any negotiations of the 
kind are referred to the Vonsul-General. 

11. There are some points bearing on the prosperity of the 
Colony of Labuan which also render the Consulate establishment of 
Brunei of value. Every day trading praubs pass from the Brunei 
river to Victoria Harbour; the sago manufacturers in Labuan 
have similar ‘establishments in the Brunei, and depots for col- 
lecting the raw sago in various parts of the Sultan’s dominions ; 
the Scotch company that work the coal mines in the Island of 
Iabuan are also the lessees of the coal field on the mainland. 
The existence of the convict establishment at Labuan makes it 
desirable to have constant and fricrdly means of communication 
with the Sultan, as_it is almost altogether upon his Majesty’s 
good offices that the Labuan Government must rely to recover 
compet prisoners. 

1%. Finally, the Consul-General is the only medium for con- 
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ducting the few communications that pass between the Sultan 
of Sooloo and Her Majesty’s Government ; though such communi- 
cations are rare, yet the trade of Sooloo with Labuan is increas- 
ing of and promises tv be of considerable value tothe merchants 
Singapore. 





SARAWAK. 
(Report of Vice-Consul Marten to Earl Granville.) 

The chief trade and industry of the country consists of the 
importation of British cotton, woollen, and silk goods, brass wire, 
earthenware, wines, spirits, and heer, provisions, salt, opium, &c., 
&c. And the export of gutta-percha, india-rubber, beeswax, 
dye woods, gums, antimony, quicksilver, gold dust, diamonds, 
sugar-flower, pepper, gambia, &c., &c. 

British commercial interests were at a very low ebb prior to the 
establishment of a consulate in 1864. Since that date they gradu- 
ally improved until the withdrawal of Mr. Consul Ricketts, in 
1866, when they suffered a check, but again revived in 1868, and 
have continued steadily to improve in value and importance up 
to 1871. 

In 1858 no Consulate existed, in 1864 G. T. Ricketts, Esq. be- 
came Oonsul on a salary of £500 or £600 per annum. am 
unable to state the cost of his establishment. In 1867 I was 
appointed Vice-Consul, but have never received any salary, and 
have had to pay all expenses incidental to the Consulate out of 
my own means. The duties [ am called upon to perform are— 
The rendering assistance to all wrecked seamen and to British 
subjects in distress. 


The settlement of disputes and differencss between British 
subjects, such being chiefly natives of Madras and Straits-born 
Malays and Chinese. Any political duties that may arise. All 
other duties required by the Foreign-office Regulations and the 
Instructions from the Board of Trade. 

My office hours cannot be determined exactly, but I am sup- 
posed to be accessible at any hour. Owing to having to bear the 
expenses of the Consulate myself I do not rent an office, so that 
any person wishing to speak to me comes to my house. 

My allowance for office expenses is nil, and the average amount 
of fees obtained has never been more than £10 per annum. ‘The 
expenses incidental to the Consulate have amounted to about 
£200 per anoum. 

I enjoy no privileges by Treaty. By usage and by virtue of 
certain laws and regulations of the Sarawak Government I exer- 
cise all the judicial powers vested in a Consul by the Merchant 
Shipping Act, and moreover in any cases before the Sarawak 
criminal and civil courts in which a British subject is implicated, 
my presence is always requested by the Court. My position 
towards the Local Author'ties is the same as that enjoyed by my 
predecessor, Mr. Consul Rickets. : 

My special jurisdiction is confined to mercantile marine mat- 
ters as regulated by the Board of Trade, and to appeals from 
British Indian subjects against sentences of the local courts, 
which, though generally found frivolous, I am, of course, bound 
to receive and look into. 

The only remark I have to offer in connection with the above 
is that, although I at present enjoy all the privileges of a Consul, 
it is obvious that so soon as another Power appoints a Consul at 
Sarawak ho would take precedence of me as Vice-Consul. 

In 1864 a British Consulate was established at Sarawak, and 
G. T. Ricketts, Esq., at present Her Majesty’s Consul at Manila, 
was appointed Consul ona salary of £500 or £600 per annum. 
On Mr. Ricketts being sent to Manila in 1866 the Consulate re- 
mained closed until August, 1867, when I was appointed Vice- 
Consul unpaid, but with liberty to trade and to apply the Consular 
fees to defray the expenses of the Consulate. Of this libert 
to trade I have not been able to avail myself, and the fees levied. 
in accordance with Act 6 of George 1V., cap. 87, and the Order 
in Council of May 1855, have never been sufficient to meet the 
expenses of the Consulate. 

udging fromthe above, and looking at the “ Foreign.office List” 
and similar publications, it would appear as if Sarawak had, 
owing probably to its being a portion of the Island of 
Borneo, gradually and imperceptibly become merged into 
a Vice-Consulate under the Consul-General of Borneo. Such, 
however, is far from being ita real position. The first Con- 
sul-General of Borneo was the late Sir James Brooke, Bart., who 
afterwards became Rajah of Sarawak. ‘The title of Consul-Gene- 
ral for Borneo was, however, continued to Sir James Brooke’s suc- 
cessor as Governor of Labuan, and the same title has always been 
retained. ‘Che Consul-General of Borneo has no power beyond 
the territory of Brunei; having no exequatur from his Majesty 
the King of the Netherlands he is not acknowledged by the 
Dutch, who hold the greater partof Borneo, nor is he recognised 
in Sarawak, as he holds no exequatur from the Rajah. I possess 
the necessary exequatur and correspond direct with Her Majesty’s 
Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs, and conduct the business 
of the Consulate in the same manner as Mr. Consul Ricketts did. 

The business is gradually increasing, owing to the increase of 
trade, aud it will soon be out of my power to attend to it without 
some assistance. I would therefore submit for consideration that 
Ibe appointed Consul at Sarawak, and receive # similar salary as 
allowed to my predecessor.

GERMANY. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
FiamBorG, May 28. 

The Treaty of Commerce between China and Germany, concluded by 
Count Eulenburg for ten years, expires in the course of next month, 
and it is, therefore, high time to consider the question of its renewal, 
and in that case the possibility of obtaining some further concessions 
and advantages. Its chief importance for Germany lies in the clauses re- 
lating to navigation, as a large number of German vessels are now engaged 
in the carrying trade hetween the ports on the east coast of Asia. For 
some time past the German newspapers have been “ ventilating” the 
subject, and, as might be expected, have expressed very different views 
according to the interests or ignorance of the writers. It is not very 
Jong since they were all ablaze with visions of establishing a colony 
in the Far East and dreams of impregnable fortresses in China or its 
vicinity. Now not a single voice is lifted up in favour of such 
a wild scheme of doubtful glory; in fact, I have good reason to believe 
that it was never really intended to be realised, but that the semt-offi- 
cial press received the mot de'‘ordre to put forth the idea as a feeler for 
the nation, and follow it up fora certain period; but finding that it fell 
on barren ground and elicited no feelings of enthusiasm, it was faban- 
doned as impracticable. On the subject of the renewal of the Treaty 
the most healthy and practical views are expressed by the north of Ger- 
many, and especially the Chambers of Commerce of Hamburg, Bremen, 
Rostock, and Stettin, which all concur in wishing to see the number of 
China ports open to foreign trade greatly increased, In this respect 
the opening of a port on the island of Hainau would be very desirable, 
as European vessels from India mostly return to China in ballast; but 
might then load salt and other produce for Chinese continental 
ports. They also lay stress on the expediency of opening some places 
on the Yungtsee-Kiang, which would enable German shipowners 
to compete with British steamers on that great river flowing through 
the heart of the country. They further consider it highly desirable, 
if possible, to get rid of the double (export and import) duties now im- 
posed on goods transhipped from one port to another; also a reduction 
and fair mode of levying port charges on vessels, as well as free admit- 
tance to the coal and other minerals of Formosa. In other respects 
and with more regard to trade and navigation, they recommend Ger- 
many to join and support the English endeavours to obtain a free 
communication and safety of life and property for European merchants 
in the interior of China, and the possibility of, according to foreigners, 
the right to purchase, sell, and inherit landed property and houses. 
The introduction of a general commercial code of laws and a mixed 
court of justice for the settlement of disputes and claims between 
natives and foreigners would be a great desideratum. Perhaps the 
question of a German naval station at some suitable spot might be ven- 
tilated, which was warmly supported by the Naval Minister in a late 
memorial sent in by him to the Emperor, but with unmitigated re- 
pudiation of the most distant idea of founding a colony. 

The new Eastern Siberian Trading Company of this city gives notice 
in the local papers of the loss of a letter directed to them from Nico- 
layefsk on the Amoor, containing remittances for 50,000 roubles in six 
bills of Exchange drawn in their favour on two houses at St. Peters- 
burg, and warning the public that steps bave already been taken to 
prevent their being fraudulently made use of. 

From Kiel we learn that an iron steamer of 1,500 tons was success- 
fully launched Jast week from the yards of the Iron Shipbuilding and 
Engine Works in that town. It is the largest vessel as yet built there, 
and is intended to ply regularly under the German flag for Hamburg 
account between this port aud China, via the Suez Canal, under the 
command of Captain Umlandt. 

The Emperor has distributed several decorations to Hamburg gentle- 
men, in recognition of their services in voluntarily tending the sick and 
wounded during the late war. Among them I notice that Herr Johannes 
Mooyer has received the Order of the Crown, with the red cross on a 
white field, and Herr Osca Mooyer, the Prussian Order of the Red Eagle. 


COMMERCIAL. 
Tea is totally neglected, not a single sale by importers being reported, 


probably in consequence of the Whitsuntide holidays, The sales of 
cleaned Rice have been more satisfactory, and of rough 8,000 bags of 


Rangoon, per Teti, have been sold for arrival. Cassia Lignca is a shade 
lower, but there are buyers at 103 sch. beo. ; Flores may also be had a 
little cheaper. On the other hand, Cloves are in great demand, and 
rising rapidly. Pepper is firm, but withont much alteration; Singapore 
sells at 7} to 7§, and Penang at 6} to 64 sch. beo. In Spelter no transac- 
tions recorded.

HOLLAND. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 


RorrerpaM, May 29. 

The Second Chamber is still busy, but the discussions have been unin- 
teresting. The budget of War was approved of ly forty against four- 
teen votes, and amongst the other measures carried was that by which 
a credit is asked to grant a further advance of 1,000,000 to the unfor- 
tunate Amsterdam Canal Company. One of the worst results of the 
Ministerial crisis is that the revision of the East Indian Tariff will 
again be delayed. A Bill has been introduced by which the ex sting 
tariff, with all its injustices is maintained till the Ist of January 
1874. Of course this Bill must be passed, there is no choice. But it 
is doubtfal if even in 1874 the revision can take place. All must depend 
upon the Ministry, and if the Conservatives or the Clerical element 
preponderates there can be no hope of a liberal alteration. 
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The intention of the Suez Canal Company to charge steamers after 
Ist July with dues upon their gross tonnage, has made here a twofold 
impression. The owners of steamships are indignant, whilst the owners 
of sailing vessels approve of the change, because the freight by steamers 
must be raised to meet the increased expenses of passage through the 
canal. One of our shipping papers supplies the following illustration :—

ible for owners of steamers to compete with sailing vessels. 

Amongst the Bills laid before the Second Chamber has been one by 
which the Department of the Colonies asks a further credit in order to 
cover the expenses of the voyage de retour of the ex-Governor-General, 
Mr. Myer. I should not have made any mention of this matter if the 
Minister van Bosse had not stated that he has made with the present 
Governor-General other arrangements, eo that for the fatare these credits 
will not be required. 

The latest news from the West Coast of Africa is that an officer named 
Lieutenant Joost has been wounded seriously by the natives, but in mie- 
take for another person. The ball strack the lieutenant in the thigh, 
and he will not recover from the wound. This fact, however deplorable 
it may be, has’no political significance. 

PRODUCE MARKETS. 

The Trading Company’s May sales of Coffee and Sugar have both 
gone off at materially advanced rates, thus confirming the favourable 
opinion entertained of the same, and the advance established at these 
sales, for both articles, continues to be fully maintained. A specolative 
movement has developed itself in Cotton at improved prices, whilst a 
change for the better has taken place in the position of Tin, but regard. 
ing other articles of produce but little alteration is to be noticed. 

Correr.—<According to the general anticipations the Trading Com- 
pan.’s May sale has been attended with a most satisfuctory result. 
The large competition of buyers attracted by the same, caused the 
biddings to be very animated, and the prices paid excecd the valuations 
on an avernge by 1}c., good ordinary having been sold at 44}c. to 45c. 
This favourable iesue has been promoted by the circumstance that not 
only the inward duty is to be abolished on direct imports in the United 
States on the let July next, but also the differential duty of 10 per cent. 
ad valorem on direct imports, which, as a matter of course, will mate- 
rially increase the export of Coffee from this country to America. The 
deficiency of the Coffee crops of 1871 begins also more and more to be 
brought to evidence, and will continue to be felt for some months to 
come, in view of which the article continues to be well thought of. 

Suaar.—-The Trading Company’s May sale held here last Friday 
went off very well at an advance of f,? above the valuations for yellow, 
and of f.} for white sorts. The market continues to exhibit great 
firmness, but no further sales are reported.

THE EX-GOVERNOR OF HONG KONG 

Sir Riowarp MacDonnexu has once more returned from 
Hong Kong, having completed his term of office. His 
friends will be glad to know that his health has considerably 
improved on the voyage, and that he was able to be present 
at the dioner of the Royal Geographical Society last Monday. 
Daring his career the colony has experienced the most event- 
ful part of its history. Assuming the government of the 
place in 1866, he found it a hotbed of piracy, bankruptcy, 
corruption, and wrangling. The vigorous manner in which 
he set to work to “straighten” out all these abuses was 
astounding. The whole staff of Government employes were 
speedily aroused from a comfortable not to say lethargic 
way of doing things. Most emphatically did the new 
Governor verify the old adage that “new brooms sweep 
clean.” Before forty-eight hours had elapsed le had 
personally inspected the jail, which, by the way, is 
now one of the best kept in the Far East, and other 
public buildings in the colony; in less than a week 
he trod on the corns of nearly every official, and in less 
than a month he had set himself right or wrong with the 
whole community in true Irish fashion. Like the month of 
March, he began his career “like a lion and went out like a 
lamb.” The energy, strategy, and cunning with which he set 
about reforms speedily showed that he knew how to meet 
even Chinese difficulties. His raid on the junkmen and the 
establishment of a system of registration scared away traders 
at first and alarmed the merchants ; but “strong diseases 
require strong remedies,” and no one can deny that the fre- 
quent piracies which at that time abounded in the harbour 
passages, and eyen in the harbour itself, were a national 
disgrace to our government of the colony. If the pirates 
had confined their attentions to English vessels, there would 
probably not have been so much uproar ; but when German 
and other owners, felt these losses and published them on the 
various exchanges, they became the talk of Europe. The 
severe measures adopted by Sir RicHaRD were therefore fully 
justified. 

With the corruption and inefficiency of the Police Force 
he has not been so successful. Truly it is an Augean 
stable. The difficulties are hydra-headed, and have beaten 
all the inventive powers of Sir RioHarp, who has even tried 
an importation from the West Indies. The raising of an 
increased revenue vecessary to meet the high rate of ex- 
penditure was also a difficult problem. The introduction 
of a Stamp Act, which the mercantile community opposed 
very strongly, failed to produce the required sum, and all 
efforts in this direction seemed futile until Sir RicHarp hit on 
the expedient of “licensing the gambling houses” by means 
ofa farm. This proved a perfect Eldorado, the competition 
for the farm producing a fabulous sum. Of course the intro- 
duction of such a tax could not be done openly under 
British authority, and the fertility of the Governor’s genius 
waé taxed how to accomplish it and satisfy the Home Go- 
vernment, which had distinctly said that the money could 
not be treated as ordinary revenue, or appropriated to the 
expenditure. He decided on the novel expedient of declaring 
that the large expenditure on the police was owing to the 
Chinese inhabitants, and this special tax should be devoted 
expressly for the suppression of vice, The fund however so 
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far exceeded the requirements that, according to the last 
published account, a handsome balance remained in the 
Hong Kong Treasury. This is a nice little nest-egg 
for the new Governor. The tax, however, being now sup- 
pressed, the revenue for the year will have to be made more 
elastic or the expenditure reduced, and this will be the first 
difficulty with which Sir Anraur Kennepy will have to con- 
tend. The figures for last year stand as follows :—Revenue, 
$844,417 ; expenditure, $894,208. 





Manita and Bangkok have not yet been provided with 
telegraphic communication. The land line scheme proposed 
appears to have been abandoned, and we can only look to 
the Submarine Companies to carry out the work. It would 
no doubt vastly facilitate the accomplishment of this object 
if the three companies—lIndian Extension, China, and Aus. 
tralian—would amalgamate. As it is we believe that not 
one of them can undertake the matter, and it certainly will 
not pay any rival company to lay down these lines. The 
dividends and prices of shures in the existing companies 
must very materially increase before such a project would 
find favour. There has been a talk of a Spanish subsidy 
for Manila, but in the present condition of Spain it is idle to 
expect any such aid. 





Ir will be seen in our Hamburg oorrespondent’s letter 
that the German merchants, through their Chambers of Com- 
merce, are now disoussing the requirements for their trade 
with China, necessary to be brought forward in the revision 
of the Treaty, which shortly expires. 


THE P. and O. steamer Australian, appointed to take out 
the next India and China mails from Southampton on the 
6th inst., will proceed on through the Suez Canal direct for 
Hong Kong and Shanghai, with a large cargo. 


THE P. AND O. COMPANY’S REPORT. 

Tho following is the report to be laid before the Proprietors of 
the P. and 0. Company, at the half-yearly meteing on the 6th 
instant. 

The Company's Fleet. 

In the last annual report five ve-sels appeared on the list of “ships 
fitting out and building ;"’ cf these, the Peshawur has come into active 
service, this vessel having been despatched to Calcutta, via the Suez 
Canal, in January. The remaining four will probably be available in 
the following order:—The Cathay is to be delivered by Messrs. Denny 
Brothers, towards the end of June. The Hydaspes will be launched by 
the same firm in about a month, and handed over to the company in 
August ; and the Malwa and Bokhara are to bo completed by Messrs. 
Caird and Co. in December and February next. 

The Directors are happy to report that the navigation of the company’s 
pumerous fleet has not been attended by any accident since the date of 
the last report. The Suez Canal has been made uge of when the di- 
rectors have been informed by the telegraph that particular vessels have 
left India with unusually large cargoes, and three ships inwards and a 
similar number outwards have passed through the Canal in the course 
of the last six months, The Jndus and Australia are about to return 
to the East by the same route with full cargoes, and three or four of 
the company’s large carrying steamers are expected to leave China im- 
mediately with cargoes of new teas, direct for England. 

In the last Annual Report, the directors stated, with reference to the 
contracts they had then entered iuto for the construction of the four new 
ships, Cathay, Hydaspes, Malwa, aud Bokhara, that additional mea- 
sures inthe same direction might shortly become necessary, and the 
proprietors will not therefore be unprepared to learn that contracts have 
been signed with Messrs. Denny Brothers for building four more vessels 
of about 2,590 tons register each, with engines of 450-horse power on 
the compound principle. It is proposed to call these ships the Venetia, 
Lombardy, Gwalior, and Nizam. 

The directors have referred so frequently in their later reports to the 
cbanged conditions under which trade with the East is now carried on, 
and to the absolute necessity of meeting these altered circumstances by 
the employment of ships combining large cargo capacity with that 
superior class of accommodation for passengers which has ever been 
afforded by the company’s steamers, that it will not now be requisite to 
repeat the reasons already given for reinforcing the fleet. It cannot 
fail, however, to inspire the proprietors with confidence in the ability of 
the company to kcep pace with the existing competition, when they 
observe that sixteen new ships of this improved type, grossing 50,000 
tons, have been contracted for during the last four years. 


The Postal Contract with the Italian Government. 

A very brief experience of the line to Brindisi was sufficient to de- 
monstrate that, although that port was convenient for mail purpo: 
and, to a certain extent, for passenyers, It was altogether ineligible for 
cargo traffic, owing to the great expense of forwurding goods by rail to 
and from the manufacturing districts of Italy and Ceatral Europe, 
As regards cargo, the steumers on this line have therefore been running 
empty, while the company have been compelled to pay to oppo-ing lines 
very considerable sums for conveying gocds to and from Genoa, Mare 
seilles, Venice, and Trieste, in connection with the company’s steamers 
east of Suez. This disadvantage has not only caused a serious loss in 
working the Brindisi line, but it has aleo debarred the company from 
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meeting in any adequate manner the increasing requirements of Eastern 
trade in connection with the Continent. It was therefore necessary to 
adopt some measures calculated to obviate these drawbacks, otherwise 
it appeared certain that the ¢ompany must continue to lose by the 
Brindisi line, and at the same time have to encounter competition from 
ports more conveniently situated for the transport of goods. 

The Italian Government had for some years subsidised a line of 
steamers belonging to the Adriatic and Oriental. Steam Navigation 
Company, between Brindisi and Alexandria, with an extension for 
freight purposes to Ancova und Venice, and as from the time the line 
between Brindisi and Alexandria was occupied by this company’s ships 
the Italian line became unnecessary for postal work, a position of affairs 
was created which afforded an opening for negotiations between ‘the 
Italian Government, the Adriatic and Oriental Company, and this com- 
pany, and these at length resulted in a convention, which only awaits 
the formal ratification of the Italian Parliament and the King of Italy. 
Under this convention the Adriatic Company are to receive from the’ 
Ttalian Government an indemnity in consideration of the abandonmest 
of their contracts, which had to run until February, 1878 ; and this 
company are to receive an annual subsidy of 500,000 Italian lire (about 
£19,000) for the remaining term of that contract, in consideration of 
the extension of their line to Ancona and Venice. By this operation 
the best interests of the company will be served. 

The position of Venice, since the completion of the Brenner and other 
lines of railway, is such as to confer advantages upon that port equa) to 
those possessed by any other port in the Mediterranean for Eastern traffic, 
and the directors confidently look forward to the development of a 
remunerative business from this extension of the company’s work. At 
the same time, the withdrawal of the Adriatic and Oriental Company 
will at once place this company in possession of a local traffic now carried 
by the former between Venice and Alexandria. 

The Election of a New Director. 

The board now consists of ten, being the minimum number provided 
for by the company’s deed. This circumstance would not, however, of 
itself have led the directors to suggest the election of a new member, but 
they recommend that course for the following reasons :—In the early 
part of the present year Mr. James Allan, who was elected a director in 
1849, and managing director shortly a‘terward-, communicated to the 
board his desire io be relieved wholly or partially from the duties of his 
Office, placing his future position, with characteristic disinterestedness, 
entirely inthe bands of his colleagues. An arrangement resulted under 
which Mr, Allan retains his scat at the board, and his post of managing 
director, but with a diminished amount of labour and a modified rate of 
remuneration ; and the directors are persuaded that the proprietors will 
learn with satisfaction that a gentleman so long associated with the com- 
pany will continue to afford the management the best advice his great 
experience may suggest. 

“The active duties aasigned to the managing directors would thus in a 
great measure have devolved upon Mr. Bayley, aud the directors con- 
sequently resolved to recommend the proprietors to place them in a posi- 
tion to atrengthen this department, by electing Mr. Thomas Sutherland 
to a seat at the board, as necessary to his appointment as managing di- 
rector. Mr. Sutherland commenced bis carecr in the company’s service 
about twenty years ago, and after filling the important post of super- 
intendent at Hong Kong for some years, and paying visits of inspection 
to most of the company’s foreign stations, was appointed an asssistant- 
manager on the London establishment in 1868. He has always displayed 
an amount of zeal and ability in the diacharge of his duties which en- 
ables the directors to recommend him with confidence for the appointmeny 
he now sceks at your hands. . 

It only remains for the directors to report that the financial result of 
the company’s business for the six months ending Slst March enables 
thom to recommend the declaration of an interim dividend of three per 
cent., free of income-tax, for the half-year.

Telegrams received on Friday last report the opening of the 
Foochow tea market at rates considerably higher than last year. 

The report of the P. and 0. Company, to be presented at the 
meeting on Thursday next—which we publish in full in another 
column—states thaé under the recent convention with the Italian 
Government, extending the line to Ancona and Venice, the com- 
pany will receive an annual subsidy until 1878 of about £19,000, 
Four steamers are now being built for the undertaking, making 
sixteen new ships contracted for during the last four years. 

At the meeting of the Anglo-Mediterranean Telegraph Company 
(Limited) a dividend was declared at the rate of 15 per cent. per 
annum ; at that of the Marseilles, Algiers, and Malta Telegraph 
Company a dividend at the rate of 5 per cent. per annum; at 
that of the Falmouth, Gibraltar, and Malta Telegraph Company 
(Limited), a dividend was declared of 2} per cent. for the quarter 
ending March, making, with the interim dividend already paid, a 
total for the six months at the rate of 8} per cent. per annum ; 
at that of the British Indian Submarine Telegraph Company (Li- 
mited),a dividend of 24 per cent. was declared for the quarter 
endiog March, making, with the previous payment, a total dis- 
tribution for the half-year at the rate of 9 per cent. per annum. 

At a meeting of the Newcastle Chamber of Commerce some 
correspondence which had taken place between the Chamber and 
the Suez Canal Company was read, relating to the proposals of 








the company to charge dues on the gross tonnage instead of the | 
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net registered tonnage. In the opinion of the Chamber, the Canal 
Company were so restricted by the concessions which were made 
when it was opened as an international navigation route that it 
is not within their power to adopt the Propored regulations. A 
committee was appointed to draw up a letter to Earl Granville, 
stating the views of the Chamber on the subject. 


We understand that the shipowners decline to make any con- 
cession from the practice they have introduced for the payment of 
freight inwards, and the negotiations for adjusting the terms for 
an inward Bill of Lading may therefore be considered at an 
end. 

The following is the text of the Act repealing the duties upon 
Tea and Coffee in the United States as officially published :— 


Be it enacted, by the Senate and House of Representatives of the 
United States of America in Congress assembled :—That on and after 
the first day of July next, Tea and Coffee shall be placed on the free 
list, and no further import duty shall be collected upon the same; and 
all Tea and Coffee which may be in the public stores or bonded ware- 
houses on said firat day of July shall be subject to no duty upon the 
eutry thereof for consumption, and all Tea and Coffee remaining in 
bended warehouses on said first day of July upon which the duties shall 
have been paid, shall be entitled to a refund of the duties paid.—Ap- 
proved May 1, 1872. The foregoing is a correct copy of the Act as 
passed by Congreas, and approved by the President.
